LONDON, May 25. — A parliamen- 
tary white paper just issued deals 
with the question of colonial treaty- 
making powers, and contains corres- 
pondence between the British Govern- 
ment and those of over-sea states. 

.Lord Ripon, In 1S05, sent a circular 
despatch to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, laying down tho principles that 
a foreign power could only be ap- 
proached through the British repre- 
sentatives at the court of that power, 
and that to give tho colonies the 
power of negotiating treaties for 
themselves without referenco to His 
Majesty's government, would, be to 
give them international status as sep- 
arate sovereign states, which would 
be equivalent to breaking up the em- 
pire. But, Lord Ripon added, it is de- 
sirable that the British Ambassador 
who is conducting the negotiations 
should have the assistance or a dele- 
gate of the colonial government to 
act as second plenipotentiary or In a 
subordinate capacity. 

On July 3, 1907, Sir Edward Grey, in 
informing tho British Ambansador at 
Paris of the desire or the Canadian 
government to open negotiations^ "With 
the French government for d new 
commercial convention, recalled this 
despatch of Lord Ripon, and said: ""I 
do not, however, think it is necessnry 
to adhere In tho present case to the 
strict letter of this regulation, the ob- 
ject whereof was to secure that nego- 
tiations should not be entered into and 
carried through by a colony unknown 
to, or Independent of His Majesty's 
government. The selection of tho 
r.egotlatior Is principally a matter of 
convenience, and in tho present cir- 
cumstances, it would be obviously 
practical that tho negotiations should 
be left to Sir Wilfrid Laurlor, and tho 
Canadian Minister of Finance, who 
will doubtless keep you informed of 
their progress. If the negotiations 
are brought to a close in Paris you 
will sign the agreement jointly with 
the Canadian negotiators, who have 
been given full power." 

In a subsequent despatch to the 
Ambassador, Sir Edward Grey added: 
"In the event of tho Canadian dele- 
gates desiring to make or accept any 
verbal alterations either In the Eng- 
lish or the French text, you are au- 
thorized to agree thereto without 
reference to me."

VANCOUVER, May 25.— Provincial 
Fruit Pest Inspector Thomas Cunning- 
ham held a big bonfire here today, de- 
stroying thirty thousand Inseot-laden 
trees from Ontario, the United States, 
as far east as Albany, Germany France, 
Belgium and Holland. These Infected 
trees have been culled from shipments 
made to British Columbia during the 
winter and carried enough pathological 
germs In their bark, wood and sap to 
have Infected In a horticultural way tho 
whole province'. Hut the rigid govern- 
ment inspection did not permit one to 
escape 

About one million trees, said Mr. 
Cunningham, were shipped to British 
Columbia last winter, bo that the In- 
fected portion Is but a small per cent, 
(if tho total. The system of Inspection 
Is equally rigid in regard to fruit. 

"British Columbia." added Mr. Cun- 
ningham," is the only province under 
the British flag where inspection of 
fruit and orchards trees is regularly 
carried. There arc- inspection sta- 
tions at Capetown and in Australia, but 
nothing like tho systematic inspection 
to -which the trees are subjected in B. 
C, is in vogue there." The inspector 
has just roturned from a tour of the 
Okanngan Valley and Kootonay. He 
found no trace of the coddling moth or 
San Jose- scale. 

"I do not believe there Is a country 
in the world so free as British Colum- 
bia from the worst forms of insect 
pests," be said. He estimates the ship- 
ment of fruit this summor and fall 
from Okanagan alone at least at ono 
thousand carloads.

Japanese newspapers received by/ 
the Iriaba Jlaru yesterday elevate ex- 
haustive leading articles, the keynote 
or each being deep sorrow, for the 
death of his late Majesty King Ed- 
ward VI! All express very high ap- 
preciation of the deceased Monarch's 
character and eulogize Ills numerous 
successful deeds as The Peacemaker 
during his comparatively brief reign, 
which, It is reluctantly admitted, did 
not cover ten years. The Japanese 
papers also dwell upon the chaotic 
state of political affairs In the king- 
dom, In which connection the opinion 
is advanced that in all probability 
mutual concessions will now be made, 
a peaceful understanding being arriv- 
ed at in deference to the judgment of 
the dead ruler. Besides dealing with 
the King's death in their editorial 
columns many of our Japanese con- 
temporaries publish brief historical 
sketches of the King's life. Some of 
the journals insert articles descrip- 
tive of the relationship of tho Boyal 
Family, the King's childhood, King 
Edward's intellectual attainments, his 
visits to other lands before ascending 
the throne, his various illnesses, his 
tastes, etc. Most of them contain 
the impressions left on prominent 
Japanese personages In their Inter- 
views with His Majesty in past years: 
None of the Journals to hand up to the 
present have omitted to reproduce the 
portrait of tils Majesty. Considera- 
tions of space compel us to rest con- 
tent with a very brief summary of 
the editorial remarks of the leading 
Japanese papers In Tokyo and Osaka. 
The Jiji 

The Jiji states that although ten 
years have not yet gone by since King 
Edward's accession he has shown 
himself lo possess a vigorous mind 
and a rare capacity for work. In all 
affairs, Internal and foreign, he 
brought to bear a generous and bene- 
volent disposition, qualities which are 
indispensable In a monarch. These 
natural instincts were exercised most 
astutely and effectively In furthering 
the peace of the world and In advanc- 
ing the diplomatic alms of his couii- 
try. The result was not In vain. 
The veiled hostility so long notlce- 
ablo between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia has given place to friendly rela- 
tions and the clash of sentiment and 
the collisions of a political nature 
'which had continued for Half a cen- 
tury or more have given place to con- 
certed action in Central Asia. This 
has been one or the greatest motive 
powers in advancing the peace of the 
world, the mutual resentment of many 
years' duration having been removed. 
Turning to Internal affairs. It Is 
found that the bonds between 
the mother country and the 
Colonies and outlying dependencies 
have been strengthened, thus establish- 
ing more firmly the basis of Empire. 
Especially now, when the power of the 
Lords Is the great question at Issue, 
perhaps the greatest since the creation 
of the Constitution, is the need of the 
conciliatory methods of Ills Majesty 
felt. But it is Just at this moment that 
the King has passed to the Beyond, 
causing an irreparable loss to the Brit- 
ish nation. This loss is not limited to 
the British nation alone; it hi likewise 
a loss to all the nations of the world, 
and more particularly to Japan. Japan 
feels the sad blow severely, being 
specially related to Great Britain, 
The Nichi Nichi 

The Nichi Nichi opens its obituary 
with the remark that no greater unhap- 
piness could have befallen the British 
Royal Household and nation than that 
Involved in the passing Of King Edward 
VII. We hereby respectfully express 
to the British Royal Household (tho 
Toklo journal goes on to say) our 
humble feeling of grief over the be- 
reavement sustained by the death of 
this most generous- and benevolent 
King, and express our deepest sympa- 
thy with all British subjects. In the 
reign of the Queen— King Edward's 
mother— England doubled her popula- 
tion, tripled her wealth and multiplied 
her foreign trade six-fold. When there 
was nothing to suggest trouble in the 
country's internal affairs. King Edward 
VII. ascended the Throne nnd devoted 
himself to the work of maintaining and 
advancing the dignity and power of 
Great Britain. During his nine years' 
reign, the diplomatic affairs of Europe 
appeared to have revolved practically 
around H.M. King Edward, nnd this 
indeed is a great achievement in the 
recent history of England. King Ed- 
ward's reign marks the conclusion of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance and Its 
renewal and extension. This, in turn, 
gave rise to tho Anglo-French entente 
and the Anglo r Russian understanding. 
That the recent European difficulties 
could not be solved without regard to 
the known peaceful policy of King Ed- 
ward was solely due to the distin- 
guished virtues of Ills .Majesty. Al- 
though the reign has been a brief one, 
the efforts made during It for the pro- 
motion of the peace and civilization of 
tho world will endure. 

Tho Nippon 

• The Nippon says that the report or 
King Edward's death has come so sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, that one feels 
almost tis In a dream but unfortunately 
there is no hope of awakening from 
the dream. The King hits given proof 
of uncommon natural abilltv, by the 
aid ol' which ho paved the wnv'for a 
reconciliation with France, personally 
visiting I'arls two years after his ac- 
cession. The Franco-British agreement 
was arrived at on April 8, mOl 
This was a groat stroke in the diplo- 
matic world and It ban had a far- 
reaching efreel on the peace of the 
world. Subsequently, on August 31 
1007, th* Anglo-Russian agreement 
was effect,.,! Tims difficult questions 
wb el, had lasted for centuries were 
amicably solved. Mis Majesty's later 
visits to continental countries helped t0 
maintain existing conditions hi' the 
Mediterranean and Atlantic. At the 
time Germany showed certain dis- 
pleasure nve.- the King's efforts, but 
care having been constantly paid by 
the King to the maintenance of 
friendly relations between tho two 
countries, everything went on smooth- 
ly. However far we go back In hls- 
the world hits not seen a mon- 



arch whose influence upon the world's 
affairs has been so great as His Ma- 
jesty's. This great Influence having 
been utilized absolutely for peace, It 
might even be said that His Majesty 



is the- only monarch Who has ever 
wielded so great an influence. 

The Kokumin 

The Kokumin pays u tribute to His 
Majesty!* sound judgment and amia- 
ble disposition. After serving his 
country a long time us Prince of 
AVales, His Majesty succeeded to the 
throne. lie was then thoroughly ac- 
quainted with International affairs, 
was aware of delicate points in dip- 
lomacy, and wisely discerned the ac- 
tual conditions of each and even- 
rank or society. Consequently, since 
his accession, His Majesty has shown 
a wonderful grasp or both internal and 
external affairs and has surprised the 
whole world. Especially did the for- 
mation of an alliance with the Japan- 
ese Empire as a means to ensure 
world-wide peace attract the atten- 
tion 1 of the world. Thus was the 
peace of the Far East ensured, thus 
was the equilibrium of the Powers 
preserved, and on the basis of this 
alliance the Anglo-French agreement 
was effected, which in turn paved tho 
way for the Anglo-Russian agree- 
ment. If there was anything that 
gave rise to serious anxiety In diplo- 
matic relations, the root was plucked 
up, the basis Improved nnd quietness 
and ease preserved. This is the rea- 
son His Majesty has been regarded 
as the upholder and mainstay of tho 
peace of Europe. King Edward was 
the administrator for Great Britain 
and for the Powers. 

The Yomiuri 

The Yomiuri asserts that in the 
! course of human events unexpected 
, catastrophes cannot be avoided, but 
this blow falls the more, heavy be- 
| cause it was altogether unexpected. 
Wo can only express our surprise, 
mourn bitterly, and lament over tho 
apathy of heaven. We deeply re- 
gret the death of the King (the Yomi- 
uri continues) and grieve over the tin- 
happiness of the British Royal House- 
hold and all subjects of King Ed- 
ward. However, we' feel no anxiety 
for the future of the Anglo- Japanese 
alliance. 

The Chuo 

The Chuo dwells on the suddenness 
of the sad report which has startled 
so manv millions of people through- 
out the world. Especially will every 
one In the Japanese Empire, whether 
high or low, feel the deepest sorrow- 
over the bereavement which has over- 
taken the family of the monarch of 
the country's valued ally. While It Is 
a great mishap to the two countries 
(Japan and England), 1t should be re- 
gretted as a gigantic loss to all friends 
of peace. His Majesty not only has 
well maintained the honor and digni- 
ty of the Crown as the successor of 
Queen Victoria, but the success at- 
tained in his short reign of ten years 
has been brilliant both at home and 
abroad. 

The Hochi. 

The Hochi expresses its sympathy 
by stating that during his reign of 
nine years His Majesty has shown 
inexhaustible merit, and has won the 
esteem and affection of the nation at 
large. Abroad . His Majesty ap- 
proached the sovereigns of nil coun- 
tries in a frank ami friendly attitude, 
realizing the necessity of maintaining 
the international equilibrium. These 
are well established facts recognized 
all over the earth. On ' the receipt 
now of this sorrowful Intelligence, a 
spirit of lamentation," 1 disables us. We 
cannot find words to express our 
heartfelt regret. 

The Niroku. 

The Niroku states that His Majesty 
has been used to watch over the peace 
and happiness of the world. He en- 
tered first into an alliance with our 
empire for the sake of maintaining the 
peace of the Orient. Since then, his 
friendly relations with our Imperial 
household have been developed and 
made more and more cordial. Our 
sadness on learning suddenly of the 
death or His Majesty is extreme. 

The Yorodzu 

The Yorodzu dwells on His Majes- 
ty's disposition and diplomatic ability 
which played such a prominent part 
in smoothing the relations between 
Great Britain and France and later 
between Britain and Russia. His ex- 
ceptional ability In the field of dip- 
lomacy Is especially worth of record 
In connection with recent history. 

The Osaka Mainich 
The Osaka Mainich remarks that al- 
though the reign was short, not cover- 
ing ten full years, King Edward VII. 
rendered exceptionally distinguished 
service at home as a model of what a 
Constitutional monarch should bo, and 
abroad its a thoroughgoing peacemak- 
er. The people of his world-wide do- 
minion, irrespective of political parties 
Whether liberal or conservative, soci- 
alist or radical, und regardless of re- 
ligious differences, whether they be 
Christian, Buddhist or Mohammedan, 
without distinction of rank, whether 
noble or plebian, and despite differ- 
ences of race or color, whether white 
or yellow or black, are equally desir- 
ous of showing respect to the King's 
high virtue and attainments. All the 
powers throughout the world have 
wished success to His Majesty's 
ever Increasing endeavors in the in- 
terest of peace, civilization and hu- 
man happiness. However the King 
is now gone. We can only express 
our heartfelt sorrow. England is 
originally rich in groat men, ami on 
this point no anxiety need be felt. 
Besides there is : the splendor of her 
constitution. Wc can safely antici- 
pate similar success for the present 
Prince of Wales. Yet we cannot 
deny that the death of King Edward 
the Seventh Is the ioss of a great In- 
fluence for the maintenance of inter- 
national peace. This loss cannot be 
recovered at once, and must therefore 
occasion unlimited regret.

THE UNIVERSITY SITE 



One Member Arriving Today 
Completes the Number— to 
Proceed to Business . imme- 
diately 



With the expected arrival today of 
Professor O. E. Skelton, M.A., Ph.D., 
professor of political and economic 
science at Queen's University, King- 
ston, the*Brltlsh Columbia University 
Site Selection Commission will be com- 
plete, and. it Is expected that this Im- 
portant tribunal will at once proceed 
to investigate the relative advantages 
of the suggested sites in accordance 
with the terms ol' the legislation under 
which the Commission has been 
brought into existence. Today tho 
Commissioners will meet the Provincial 
Executive informally and then, it is 
expected, hold a first preliminary ses- 
sion at the Empress Hotel. Dean Wel- 
don, of Dalbousie. who has now been 
several days in Victoria, was Joined on 
Tuesday by Chancellor Cecil C. Jones, 
Ph.D., LL.D.. of tho University of Ne\. 
Brunswick, Fredcrlcton, and Canon 
Dauth, vice-rcctor of Laval Univer- 
sity, Montreal, Principal Murray, of the 
University of Saskatchewan, joining 
his brother commissioners here Inst, 
evening. Professor Skelton was also 
expected to reach the Coast yesterday 
and may with confidence be counted 
upon to arrive today. The considera- 
tion and adoption of a plan of proce- 
dure, the appointment of a secretary, 
etc., will probably wholly constitute 
the total of business at the preliminary 
sitting. As tersely and clearly defined 
by the act. the duty of the commis- 
sioners Is "after having visited and 
made a careful examination of the sev- 
eral cities and rural districts in the 
province suggested as suitable Univer- 
sity sites, to select as a location for the 
University that city or rural district 
best suited in their opinion, or in the 
opinion of a majority of them, for Uni- 
versity purposes, which selection when 
made shall be final." 



Greatly Increased Number in 
Business District Proves 
that Victoria is Forging 
Ahead 



As another attestation to the rapid 
growth of Victoria at the present 
time, there stands the large increase 
in the number of telephones in use 
throughout the city. The British 
Columbia Telephone Co. have just 
issued their new directory for May. 
The increase in tho number of names 
contained In this edition, as compar- 
ed with the last one which was issued 
in February is particularly gratifying, 
especially If tills can be taken as any 
criteria!) in regard to increase of 
population. Not only is this true of 
Victoria, but also of the other points 
on the Island served by the company's 
lines. 

The present. directory contains a to- 
tal of ;i,4G0 names, while the one is- 
sued in February last only had 3,280 
names as it total. This shows an in- 
crease or 180 new subscribers dur- 
ing the three months. Between the 
time which the book was sent to press 
nnd the time when it was completed, 
there have been about twenty new 
phones added, bringing the increase 
up to about the 200 mark. 

One of the most notable features 
of this large increase, Is the fact that 
about fifty per cent or more of this 
number of phones, have been installed 
In the down town district, In either 
new offices which have just opened 
up or in some oj' the established firms, 
which require more telephone service 
on account of their Increase in busi- 
ness. This Is one of tho most strik- 
ing evidences of the business activity, 
which Is affecting all lines of business 
in the city. As one of the officials 
of the company remarked yesterday 
to the Colonist, "II' there is any ad- 
vance in business activity in the city, 
we are one of tho first to feel the 
effect. And we have felt it.' 

The officials of the company are, 
at the present time, busily engaged in 
perfecting plans for the extension of 
the service, both outlyf.ng districts 
as well as urban, In a couple or 
months time, those plans will be an- 
nounced, which will embrace a num- 
ber or improvements to the present 
service as well as now extensions. 

For the most part the company has 
abandoned the old system of string- 
ing single wires on the poles within 
the city. From now on, for general 
purposes, the large cables will be 
used in the overhead work, as by ex- 
perience, this is found In most cases 
to be as cheap as the other system, 
and it has proved to be much more 
satisfactory. 

At the present time tho company is 
engaged in the completion of its ex- 
tensions in North and South Sannlcli. 
It Is expected that within two, or at 
least three months time this work 
will be finished, when these two dis- 
tricts will be furnished with a service, 
carrying a complete exchange with 
all lines.

Frederick Villiers, the distinguished 
British war correspondent and artist,

It is many years since Mr. Villiers 
was in Victoria and ho was greatly 
struck on arrival with tho changes 
which have taken place since his last 
visit.

LONDON, May 17.— Princess Chris- 
tian and other ladies have published 
an Interesting letter on the emigration 
of women. Her Royal Higness Is presi- 
dent of the South African Coloniza- 
tion Society, and the ladies associated 
with her represent other organiza- 
tions engaged in promoting the em- 
ployment or the emigration of women 
Their letter announces the formation 
of an Intelligence committee for col- 
lecting and supplying information with 
regard to openings for educated women 
in the self-governing dominions; and 
th appeal for fund's to carry it or. The 
question thus raised Is interesting 
from several points, of view. It has 
to do with the excels of women over 
men, thoir education; their employ- 
ment, and the possible field of occu- 
pation offered to this class by tho 
younger States of tho Empire, In 
which the sexual bnlanco of tho pop- 
ulation Is on the other side. Tho pre- 
ponderance of the female over the 
male population In this country Is a 
very curious fact, entailing obscure 
consequences and exercising a subtle 
Influence on society. It is shared in 
some measuro by Germany, Frunce, 
and other European countries, but not 
to the same degree. .With England the 
discrepancy Is perceptibly Increasing; 
it has been rising since 1851, and 
reached the highest point yet record- 
ed at the last census, when the fe- 
males enumerated In England and 
Wales exceeded the males by over a 
million. Nor Is It altogether explained 
by the reasons usually sot forth. The 



allowance which must be mado for 
the absence of a considerable numbor 
of men on various services abroad and 
at sea does not account for the rising 
discrepancy. Nor docs emigration, nor 
the higher mortality of male,, infants, 
itself a most obscure phenomenon. It 
Is of course a primary cause, because 
every year more males are born than 
females; but to account for the in- 
creasing disproportion other factors 
ire needed. Ono is the falling birth- 
rate, which necessarily diminishes the 
numerical advantage of tho male ele- 
ment at birth; and a second appears 
to be tho increasing urbanization of 
the population, because the higher 
mortality of mall over female Infants 
Is more marked In urban than in rural 
districts. 

Whatevor the true causes of the 
movement may be, It appears to be 
constant and progressive. The emigra- 
tion of women to countries in which 
men preponderate naturally suggests 
Itself as a moans of redressing the 
steadily declining balance at home. 

There is an active demand for fe- 
male immigrants of a certain class 
in most of tho Dominions; and a good 
deal is being done both by public and 
private effort to organize the 'supply. 
The ofllclal Ersigrants' Information 
Office issues a special circular every 
year on tho emigration of women, giv- 
ing Information with regard to tho de- 
mand In the several States, the con- 
ditions and cost of getting to them and 
so on. Private effort is represented by 
the British Women's Emigration As- 
sociation and the South African Col- 
onization Society, which especially in- 
terests themselves In helping girls to 
emigrate, in addition to the various 
other more general organizations which 
deal with men, women 'and children 
alike. But as regards single women, a 
glance at tho official circular suffices 
to show that the effective demand is 
almost confined to domestic servants. 
That does not mean that thero are 



no openings for other classes. The 
countries of destination naturally lay 
stress on the kind of Immigrant they 
want, most, and make a point of in- 
viting them. On the male side these 
always are, first and foremost, farmers, 
and secondly farm laborers, and on 
tho female side domestics, both for 
town and country. But unfortunately 
these classes by no means represent 
the surplus population at home which 
desires to find occupation In tho less 
crowded areas of Greater Britain. The 
advance of education has produced a 
large movement towards occupations 
of a less menial character and this is 
particularly noticeable among women. 
The new Intelligence committee alms 
at helping the great and growing ar- 
my of educated women, who are cap- 
able of earning a living but cannot find 



tne opportunity at home. Tho appeal 
put forth on their behalf states that 
the question of their employment Is 
becoming year by year a more urgent 
matter. It assumes that the numerical 
preponderance of women over men Is 
"chiefly marked in the '.upper strata 
of society.' " That may be so, though 
there is no evidence to prove it. But, 
whether It bo so or not, there IS un- 
doubtedly a great surplus of educated 
women who have no natural domestic 
occupations, and are highly in excess 
of the demand offered by the employ- 
ment market at home.

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STREET PAVING. 

An important question in regard to 
street paving is now before the City 
Council, and it is desirable that the. 
public should know wlwt is involved 
in it. The city advertised for tenders 
for paving on Cook, St. Charles, 
Southgate and Linden streets. The 
advertisements Invited contractors to 
bid upon the specifications furnished 
by the City Engineer, which called for 
five inches of cement bast 1 , one inch 
of asphalt binder and two inches of 
surface. They also Invited contrac- 
tors to make alternative propositions. 
In accordance with the custom adopt- 
ed by the city, the City Engineer put 
in a bid for the paving to be done by 
days' work. Tile lowest tender from 
any of the contracting Arms was from 
the Wars wick company, which offer- 
ed to do the work for $109,290.90. This 
firm's offer is made under a ten-years' 
guarantee. TJic company not only 
contracts to do the work efficiently, 
but to keep it In repair if repair is 
needed by reason of insufficient con- 
struction for that period, and authori- 
zes the city to retain fifteen per 
cent of the contract price for the 
period of the guarantee. The City 
Engineer's estimate is that the work 
can bo done for $104,039.67 by days' 
work. 

The first thing to be considered is 
the relative value to the city of these 
two tenders. The difference in money 
between the two is, in round num- 
bers, $5, Olin, without taking into ac- 
count the cost of an asphalt plant, 
which the city would have to provide, 
the price of which would be, we are 
told, somewhere In the neighborhood 
of $20,000. Therefore ussuming that 
the City Engineer can do the work at 
the estimated price, when It is done 
tho cost will be about $125,000, asalnst 
which the city can set off the value of 
the plant, the depreciation on which 
would make some slight deduction 
from the $5,000, difference between 
the Engineer's offer and that of the 
Warswick company. If the offer of the 
Warswick company is accepted, all 
the money that will he paid on the 
completion of the work will be a 
little more than $93,000, the fifteen per 
cent, or say $1G,000, being retained for 
ten years as a guarantee. If tho city 
does the work it will be subject to 
all the various causes that may affect 
the cost, and will, of course, have no 
recourse against any one If defects 
develop in the paving. On the face of 
these facts it looks as if the Wars- 
wick offer were the better of the 
two and then-lore that the Aldermen 
will be fully warranted in accepting 
it, although on the face of the Engin- 
eer's estimate the work can be done 
for something less, if everything goes 
as he anticipates and without taking 
into account the cost of the plant. If 
the cost of the plant Is considered, and 
the possiblity that an underestimate 
has been made by the Engineer — we 
mean underestimate because of un- 
forseen contingencies that may here- 
after arise -and the value of the ten- 
year guarantee are taken into account, 
it seems that the Warswick offer is 
much more advantageous to the city 
than the plan of municipal construc- 
tion under the City Engineer. We arc 
discussing the matter at some little 
length because we think the citizens 
ought to understai.il just what the 
Aldermen have to determine. 

The Warswick company put In an- 
other offer, which may be described as 
tho Warswick Construction Plan. It 
has been used In a number of cities 
in California and also | n Calgary, and 
everywhere it lias given great satis- 
faction. It is less costly than the 
plan described In the City Engineers' 
specifications. It provides for four 
and one-half inches of asphalt con- 
crete base and one and one-half inches 
of asphalt surface. Its cost on all the 
streets included In the advertisement 
for tenders would be $02,002.49. The 
"Warswick company guarantee this 
for ten years and agree that fifteen 
per cent of the contract price shall 
he held back until the expiry of the 
guaranteed period. In other words tho 
city would secure the paving of the 
four streets named for a present out- 
lay of $81,000 and a further outlay of 
$11,100 in ten years from now, as 
against a present outlay of approxi- 
mately $125,000, if done by the city 
itself. It goes without saying; that 
this is a much bettor offer from a 
financial point of view than either 
of the others. The open question Is 
whether the Warswick Construction 
Plan will be satisfactory on residen- 
tial streets. Tho city specification 
oalls for a very heavy paving. It 
seems an eight-inch pavement, which 
seems much heavier than is needed 
on streets whero there will bo no 
heavy traffic. The residents of Lhir 



don avenue, whero nearly hiilr the 
cost will be Incurred hi either case, 
have asked for the Worswlck pave- 
ment, and they have done so after a 
very thorough Investigation of the 
subject. 

It is worth while In this connection 
to draw attention to tho iact that tho 
advertisement asked for a ton-year 
guarantee. It Is of course impossible 
for the city to guarantee itself. If 
tho work, as done by days' labor, 
should develop defects the cxpenso of 
making the pavement good would fall 
upon the property owners. We sug- 
gest that, granting tho requirement- of 
;i guarantee us desirable, and we think 
It is, If the city undertakes to do the 
work itself it will of necessity de- 
part from the guarantee principle. 

in oin- opinion the City Council 
would do well to' Investigate the mer- 
its of the Warswick Construction 
Plan, and If it Is what is claimed 
for It, accept the alternative offer 
of tin- company. A saving- of nearly 
ton per cent in street paving is worth 
making. 



RECENT PHENOMENA 

Mr. Edgar Dcwdney writes us an 
entertaining letter suggested by tho 
so-called atmospheric phenomena ob- 
served in Newfoundland at the time 
Halloy's comet made the transit of 
the Sun. His suggestion that they 
may have been due to forest fires 
would seem more likely to bo correct 
If the Incident had occurred later In 
the seasot.. It may, of course, bo tho 
correct solution. The peculiar phe- 
nomena witnessed in Victoria at the 
same time are not explicable by such 
an hypothesis. There can be no doubt 
at all that something out of the com- 
mon was visible. Too many people 
observed it to make it possible that 
it was an optical illusion. The writ- 
er uf this article observed it at about 
G.30. To him it appeared as if the 
Sun were covered and surrounded 
with prismatic colors in motion. Ho 
observed it through a window and 
supposed, at the time, that the un- 
usual sight was due to the glass In 
tho window pane, but after being told 
of what others had observed he look- 
ed the following day at the Sun, when 
it was In the same position and 
through the same part of the win- 
dow pane. It appeared to the sec- 
ond occasion to ho as It normally is, 
and the light was so bright that he 
could only gaze at it for a second, 
whereas on the previous day no In- 
convenience at till was experienced In 
looking at it. Another observer, who 
looked from an open window, said 
that it seemed to him as if he were 
looking at the Sun through a cone 
and that there was a plate of some 
kind over the Sun. The cone, ho said, 
seemed to be revolving. Other ob- 
servers spoke of moving colors. The 
unusual pillar of light observed by 
many persons on Sunday evening, and 
concerning which Mr. Baynes Reed, of 
the Meteorological Office, wrote us, 
was seen by a good many persons. Its 
occurrence at tho time the comet 
was apparently in the vicinity of the 
Sun may have been only a coinci- 
dence. 

While speaking of atmospheric phe- 
nomena the writer may mention that 
on the day Chicago was burned ho 
was In what is known as the Ranger 
Settlement on the St. John River, In 
New Brunswick, which must, in a 
straight line, be a thousand miles 
from tho city on Lake Michigan. On 
the afternoon of that day the whole 
sky was covered by a mass of yellow 
clouds, apparently at no great alti- 
tude and moving eastwurd quite 
rapidly. Tho cloud mass was not uni- 
form, but might be described as bil- 
lowy. It was not until two days af- 
terwards that he heard of the fire, and 
although the whole countryside had 
noticed the yellow clouds Interest In 
the catastrophe diverted attention 
from them, and no one in a position 
to form an opinion of any value 
could offer any explanation as to their 
nature. It seems Improbable that 
llieso yellow clouds could have come 
from Chicago or even from the great 
forest fires tiiat broke out at the 
same time in tho forests of Michigan 
and the Alleghanies. The occurrence 
of these tires simultaneously suggest- 
ed to Ignatius Donnelly that they 
might have been caused by tho con- 
tact of the earth with the lost tall of 
Biela's comet, which in the following 
year passed close to the earth and 
was tailless. Mr. Donnelly Is not 
accepted as scientific authority, but 
unquestionably, there are some things 
connected with tho conflagration men- 
tioned that were very much out of 
the common. -Many persons recall 
the remarkable yellow sunsets of 188-1, 
which were explained by supposing 
them to have been due to dust clouds 
thrown high Into the air by tho ter- 
rible Java eruption. In January, 
1881, a notable comet crossed tho 
earth's orbit, and in 1SS2 a very re- 
markable one was at perihelion. It 
had a tail 200,000,000 miles long, and 
showed signs of disintegration. There' 
Is nothing at all Improbable In tho 
suggestion that, If comets' tails aro 
anything: more than simple phenom- 
ena of light, in their rapid motion 
parts of them may become detached 
and that the earth may come in con- 
tact with them. All of this Is of ne- 
cessity thu purest speculation. Scien- 
tific people will not indulge in 
guesses, although, after the manner 
in which some of them have blun- 
dered in connection with Halley's 
conioc, they have no reason to sneer 
at the efforts of non-sclentllic folk to 
explain the Inexplicable. , 

The following is from the Now York 
Herald: 

Between tho hours of twelve and 



one on Thursday a strange spectacle 
was observed in the southern sky a 
short distance above the horizon. 
There were curious patches . unidenti- 
fied with anything over seen here be- 
fore, but bearing a resemblance to 
sun dogs. They were quite distinct 
from the sun's halo. The whole 
staff of the observatory watched the 
phenomenon until It disappeared, but 
no ono could make any explanation 
for its presence other than a possible 
effect of tho comet. 

"It was a very peculiar prismatic 
effect," said Professor S. W. Bunv- 
hom. "It lasted about an hour. I'll 
own up that it was a mystery to mo. 
Of course, wo are making a record. 
It was a clear blue sky, and tho most 
beautiful thing of the kind I over 
saw." 

Professor S3. A. Nicholas, of Colum- 
bia University, referred to "Comet A, 
1910," as a recent precedent of a 
comet having a tall that was curved. 

"The tall of the Halley comet may 
bo so curved that It will skip tho 
earth altogether," said Professor Mit- 
chell. 

"Although It shouldn't have been 
there, the comet's tail in the east was 
a very beautiful sight," said Profes- 
sor Edward E. Bernard. "Tho sky 
was clear and the tall presented the 
new appearance of seeming to curve 
over tho sun." 

CAMBRIDGE. Mass., Thursday — 
Wlien told about the spectrum ob- 
served today by astronomers at the 
Terkes Observatory Professor E. C. 
Pickering, of tho Harvard Observa- 
tory, said tonight that the only pos- 
sible explanation of the phenomenon 
that ho could offer was that the spec- 
trum might have been caused by the 
presence of the comet's tall between 
the sun and tho earth. 

"The comet presumably having 
passed the sun," he said, "Its tail lag- 
ging far behind, may still have been 
between us and the sun, and this 
might possibly account for the spec- 
trum. 

"It is, however, a very extraordin- 
ary thing. Professor Frost Is an ex- 
cellent authority, and I have full con- 
fidence in his opinions. Of course, 
until the Harvard Observatory has 
received photographs of the spectrum 
and more details we cannot express 
any conclusive opinion with regard to 
today's occurence."

CAPE TOWN". May 23.— On June 1, 
the four South African Colonies will 
merge their political systems and come 
under the administration of a single 
central government.

political systems in a singularly homo- 
geneous country, was cut away. The 
cleavage.

By the force of electoral gravi- 
tation the dlssatlfied elements wore ab- 
sorbed hy the solidly organized Boer 
parties in the several Colonics 
Boer Party Returned 
The result was seen in the elections; 
in the new Colonies in 1007, and in 
Cape Colony in 1908. The Boer par- 
ties, Het Volk, Orangia Unie, and 
Bond, were returned by overwhelm- 
ing majorities. But their return was 
largely due, hi the Transvaal and Cape 
Colony at least, to British votes, and 
those votes have since affected both 
the composition and the policy of tho 
governments in question. At the pres- 
ent moment South Africa, outside of 
Natal. Is divided into two parties in 
i each Colony. On the one side is a 
j dominant party, essentially racial, but 
with that racialism more or less 
I strongly modified by the presence of 
English supporters, by the strength of 
! the opposition, or hy the statesmanship 
j of Its leaders. On the other side is an 
'opposition — "Progressives" in Capo 
Colony and tho Transvaal, "Consti- 
tutionalists" in the Orange River Col- 
ony — non-racial in its objects, though 
mainly British in its composition. Be- 
tween these parties there is no real 
conflict of principles. Both profess the 
same objects, and If there arc profound 
differences of opinion between lead- 
I Ing men In South Africa they are very 
far from coinciding with the party 
division. The fuel is that the existing 
party system is an. historical one, the 
outcome of past struggles, and repre- 
sents no real cleavage of opinions or 
principles, Sooner ..or. later it must 
either acquire a genuine differentiation 
or else break up andrglve place to 
some new line of division. 
Line- of Division 
To ii great extent that uew'llne of 
division exists already, and South 
Africans generally are beginning to 
become conscious of Its existence.

NEW FEDERATION 

OF SOUTH AFRICA 

Continued from page five 



From the tremendous struggle of the 
war, from the laborious work of re- 
construction which followed, have 
gradually emerged a now conception 
and a new point of view. Tho concep- 
tion is that of a great and progressive 
South African nation, the equal in 
every respect of the older Dominions; 
tho point of view that of constructive 
development. To thoso who arc filled 
with this conception and share . this 
point of view the old racial Issues, the 
bid jealousies between town and 
country, old residents nnd new comers, 
seem merely trivial and irritating. Tlio 
groat thing to them is to develop 
South Africa, to build up Its industries 
to 1111 it with prosperous people by 
fostering tho Inflow of capital and. of 
Immigrants. The spiritual founder of 
the new constructive idealism was 
Cecil Rhodes, Its great practical 
preacher and exponent Lord Milner. 
But the conceptions which animated 
Rhodes and Milner have sunk deep 
into the minds of. many who opposed 
thorn bitterly in the , past, and who 
even today would be reluctant to 
recognizo the extent of their Influ- 
ence 



than 11 years ago Louis Botha was 
an ordinary member of the Transvaal 
Volksraad, sufficiently alive to the 
folly of Kruger's reactionary and 
aggressive policy to express his dissat- 
isfaction, but without any power to 
inlluenco the course of events. A few 
months later his courage, energy, and 
inborn generalship brought him to the 
supreme command of the Transvaal 
forces. For over two years ho sus- 
tained against the whole might of the 
British Empire a struggle whose 
hopelessness he realized far better 
than any of his followers. When tho 
inevitable end came near it was his 
inlluenco with his people that turned 
tho scale in favor of a formal surrend- 
ro which preserved tho political co- 
hesion and moral self-respect of the 
Boers and, Incidentally, ensured his 
own supremacy as their political 
leader. In that capacity tho Crown Col- 
ony administration found him a deter- 
mined and sometimes captious critic. 
But throughout he remained unswerv- 
ingly loyal to his interpretation of the 
agreement concluded at Vereeniging, 
nnd with a firm hand guided his people 
into the quiet channel of ordinary par- 
ty politics. 

In less than five years from thn 
peace ho was Prime Minister of the 
Transvaal. At the Union conventions 
his was the dominating figure, and his 
acceptance of and loyal adherence to 
the principles of complete union and 
equal polltlal rights secured the tri- 
umph of thoso principles. That Gen- 
eral Botha will be the first Prime 
Minister of a United South Africa is 
the almost universal opinion of South 
Africans. Mr. Merriman might con- 
ceivably secure an equally strong sup- 
port among the Dutch element; Dr 
Jameson would certainly bo the first 
favorite, of the English. But, like 
Themlstocles of old, Botha wouid get 
all tho second votes, in addition to tho 
solid first vote of his own followers 
in the Transvaal. 

Dr. Jameson 

Dr. Jamcsonjs riso has in some ways 
been more remarkable. After the fail- 
ure pi the Raid it seemed as If the 
career that had begun so 'brilliantly 
m tho administration of Mashonnlnnd 
was over. For a tim« It looked as If 
Dr. Jameson would rest content with 
tho. part of public scapegoat, and his 
entrance Into the Cape Parliament in 
1900 was received with execration by 
the Dutch and a shrug of surprise by 
the. British. Tho new member said- 
nothing and waited events. Within 
three years events mndo him. the lead- 
er of tho Progressive party, and at 
their head he won a remarkable elec- 
toral victory in. 1004. As Prime Min- 
ister he showed a statesmanship and 
breadth of view In smoothing over tho 
bitterness of racial feeling and en- 
deavoring to develop the natural re- 
sources of the Colony which complete- 
ly dispelled any prejudice that may 
still have lingered against him. The 
general reaction throughout South 
Africa, strengthened by the exception- 
al severity of the economic depression, 
swept away his government hi 1908, 
but without prejudicing his personal 
position. The approach of Union leaves 
him the leader of the Progressive par- 
ty throughout South ' Africa, without 
a single rival. 

General Botha and Dr. Jameson ore 
now the two loading representatives 
of the new school of South African 
political tnought.

Woman's Realm 



Here and There 



It is generally known that all citi- 
zens who wish may K'Oome members 
of "the Horticultural S'llety and that 
a •niornriershlu ticket on. 'ties the hold- 
er to all exhibitions 1 »U\ by the soci- 
ety and enables him c r her to enter 
exhibits without further charge? The 
cost of a ticket Is two dollars. Already 
the society has done much to foster 
among young and old a love of flow- 
ers. But a largo and active mem 
tershlp would mia'i'a U to accomplish 
much more lor the good of the city 
than it Is doing at present. We can 
not have too many gardens or under- 
stand too much about the cultivation 
Of plants. 

It ought not to have needed a court 
circular to convince the people of 
Great Brltian that the Queen Mother 
would continue to make her homo In 
England. Royalty does not change 
human nature and what woman who 
has lived in a country for nearly half 
a century would not want to remain 
where her children were born, where 
most of them live and where her hus- 
band and son are burled. livery one 
knows that Queen Alexandra cher- 
rlshed the memory of the land of her 
girlhood and loved her sister and 
brother. But dear as these were to 
her they cannot now take the place 
of children and grand-children, and 
all the Interests and ties of a long 
married life. 

"The sum of life is not the holding 
of fair things, but the giving of them," 
was the motto for the programme of a 
dinner given at the beginning of this 
month In Dublin, The words were se- 
lected from her own writings by Mrs. 
Katherlne Cecil Thurston, as a fitting 
motto for a dinner given in honor of 
Irish women of letters and arts of 
the present generation. 

Among the invited guests were her 
Excellency, Lady Aberdeen and the 
Dowager Countess of Duffcrln and 
both of whom are held in honor 
by the people of Canada. Perhaps 
the most distinguished writer present 
was, .Mrs. Alice Stopford Green, widow 
of the historian and herself an au- 
thor of some excellent studies of the 
Middle Ages. Mrs. Green Is an au- 
thority on the history of Ireland and 
in the speech which she made at the 
banquet said that "if any Empire is 
to have loyal and villain peoples, they 
must come like brave men, with ban- 
ners flying and trumpets blowing, 
with the sound of fame and with 
honor on their heads the whole of 
the, Gael and Norman and English. 
And they must carry their history, 
every jot of it, and bear It with af- 
fection and pride." 

These words are worth considering 
In these days when thore are many 
who advise us' to bury those records 
of the past which tell of strife be- 
tween nations. We may be sure that 
it pence Is to be brought about, if a 
greater Empire Is to arise, it will not 
be by hiding the truth or misrep- 
resenting It. It will be an evil day 
for our empire when courage and for- 
titude and honor aro no longer ad- 
mired by t lie youth of the land. The 
right cannot be maintained in this 
more than In past ages without sacri- 
Hce and suffering. 

Members of a British church In Spo- 
kane have formed a brotherhood to 
help boys and prisoners who have 
been discharged from jail. It Is said 
that the men who belong to it are 
active and energetic and intend to 
light vice in its strongholds. The 
spirit of sympathy with the weak and 
the wicked is spreading throughout 
the continent. There may be a danger 
In this of forgetting that reform is 
not 'easy to bring about. It is far 
better to keep boys and men out of 
the prisons than to allow tlicm to 
fall Into evil ways and then try to re- 
store them. Unless parents return to 
the strict discipline of a former gene- 
ration it is to be feared that young 
people will continue to go astray. It 
cannot be expected that boys and girls 
who are left to do as they like be- 
fore their Judgment has ripened or 
their principles aro formed will grow 
to be good men and women. 

But hard as the work is which this 
brotherhood has undertaken, It is a 
noble one and there Is but too much 
need of it In all our cities. 

Is it not possible that an Immi- 
grant may have in his possession a 
thousand or thousands of dollars and 
still be a far more undesirable citizen 
of this country than the man or wo- 
man, who arrives without the twenty- 
live dollars required by the Canadian 
immigration laws? If he has accumu- 
lated wealth by dishonest means and 
comes here to continue the same 
practices he will not only leave Can- 
I ada poorer but more corrupt. If he 
I be a dissipated man whose parents 
I or relatives are glad to get clear of 
him by supplying him with money to 
indulge the appetites and evil pas- 
sions which have made him a shame 
and a disgrace In his native land, his 
money will injure all with whom he 
conies In contact, and result In pover- 
ty, not only of purse but of character 
and even of physical powers. On the 
other hand, Is there a province in 
Canada where the man or woman 
who is ready and able to work need 
bo denied entrance because of the 
lack of tlic wherewithal to procure 
bed and board? It may be that this 
Is the case in eastern cities. But in 
British Columbia no woman who can 
cook or sweep or wash or sew or, in- 
deed, can assist in any household oc- 
cupation, need suffer an hour rrom 



want. The man who knows how to 
use his Hands, either in the construc- 
tion work that Is going on everywhere 
throughout the province or on the 
farm can support not only himself 
but liis family. He may have to live 
sparingly, but he will have enough. 
Such men, sober, honest and Indus- 
trious, aro those needed most in this 
province and; In this country. There 
Is a clanger that our own sons, as well 
as Ihose of strangers, will think that 
this land is to be occupied by other 
means than that of patient, persist- 
ent toll. It will be unfortunate, in- 
deed, if our immigration laws shut 
out the poor who have the sterling 
character and the strong bodies' which 
are Canada's best capital and allow 
into the country those who, though 
they may have money, have nothing 
else that is of value. At the begin- 
ning of the twentieth as well as of 
the nineteenth century, the great need 
of this vast country Is of workers. 
The West no more' than the East can 
really prosper unless it is peopled 
by men and women who .are ready 
and able, whether with hand or brain, 
to work for their living. 

A tea is to be given In aid of the 
funds of the Home for Aged and In- 
firm Women at the Homo on the last 
day of this month. It is under the 
management of the ladles of the First 
Presbyterian Church. No admission 
Is charged, but a collection will be 
taken up. The number of Inmates 
of the Home is constantly increasing, 
and with the increase there Is greater 
need of assistance. The women of 
Victoria have always shown them- 
selves ready to help to make these old 
ladies more comfortable and happy, 
and there Is no doubt that the re- 
sponse to this appeal will be as gen- 
erous as It has been on former occa- 
sions.

Saturdav next will be observed as 
"Hospital Saturday" in Victoria, and 
the street collection will be again 
taken up by the members of the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary Society, P R.J. Hos- 
pital and those faithful friends who 
have assisted them In the past in 
this somewhat arduous undertaking. 
This is now the third year that this 
committee have volunteered for the 
work, and though there may be some 
adverse criticism of the method — the 
results financially have been so sat- 
isfactory and the encouraging words 
spoken by many friends so warm 
that the workers feel warranted In 
continuing the custom. 

The dny may dawn perhaps when 
those engaged in the furtherance of 
charitable, work in the city will be 
able to secure the necessary funds 
without so much canvassing and beg- 
ging. 

No one knows better than the faith- 
ful committees who work year In and 
year out for hospitals, orphanages, 
refuge homes, etc,,- how persistent 
must be the effort. tanO how compara- 
tively small ,aru the profits. Insti- 
tutions are like households so far as 
maintenance is concerned, and the 
annual income has to be provided and 
re-provided with the passing months 
and years. The wear and tear too 
is great. Blankets and sheets, even 
though bought by the hundred, wear 
out in an incredibly short time and 
have to be supplemented and renewed 
The matter of cleaning, painting and 
repairs, apart from needed additions 
and improvements, presents continu- 
ally a serious expense. The Mater- 
nity Ward fund, commenced ten years 
ago to the beloved memory of Queen 
Victoria — who was indeed the Alma 
Mater of our empire — is not yet com- 
plete. 

An appeal has come in to the Wo- 
man's Auxiliary Society to erect the 
very necessary ward for tubercular 
patients at the hospital and this same 
society has recently contributed $500 
to establish there a modern X Ray 
room. Apart from all these calls most 
of the crockery, linen and other In- 
ternal comforts are supplied out of 
the working fund provided by the 
membership fees paid to this society.

greatest cheerfulness and alacrity. 

The above detailed account of the 
work done is however merely an ac- 
count of the ordinary necessary up- 
keep of any largo establishment. 
There is a graver and more impor- 
tant matter which should commend 
the attention of every good citizen. 
It is now twenty years since the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital was opened 
and during those years science and 
Its demands have made great strides, 
the population has vastly Increased, 
and the entire remodelling of the main 
building, together with the addition of 
several [private wards, has become 
a pressing necessity.

What are stat- 
ues and monuments and such like 
costly devices as compared with those 
Immediate human needs which claim 
the first attention of all cummunitles- 
True, as supplementary tributes they 
are an addition and an ornament but 
provide and maintain the needed In- 
stitution first, bo that, In currying 
on the example of good deeds an of- 
fering may be made which will not 
alone be an abiding reminder of the 
King's charity here on earth, but 
which may lie recorded on the otern-. 
al roll kept In that far country, 
whither he has Journeyed anil where

Three or 
four crows will gather In an old apple 
tree in the early morning and in the 
courso of an hour or two the grass will 
bo white with punctured cocoons, then 
they leave for the? day. In tho course 
of two or three days. If not disturbed, 
they will about clear out that stock of 
cocoons. Look out for thorn between 
the 5th and the 12th of July, and let 
them attend to their own business. 
They do a grout service in keeping down 
the next year's crop of tent caterpil- 
lars.

The Newfoundland Phonomona 

■Sir: — It struck me, after reading In this 
morning's paper the report from your 
Halifax correspondent of the strange at- 
mospheric phenomona which occurred In 
the southern sections of Newfoundland, 
and for which I [alley's comet Is hold re- 
sponsible, that It might be attributed to 
the same cause which at a period in the 
early days of Cariboo brought shivers to 
the inhabitants for a week or so. Otto 
afternoon, so dense did the atmosphere 
become that chickens went to roost and 
lamps bad to be used to guldo travellers 
through the canyons between Barker- 
vllle and Camerontown. For days this 
district had been visited by what wore 
styled sulphur showers, covering the 
ground, as In Newfoundland, with a de- 
posit resembling sulphur — hence the 
Idea. I have no doubt there are some 
of the old Carlbooites still alive who 
were present at this interesting period. 
At the time it created quite a sensation, 
and many of tho nervous ones were tor- 
rifled, especially when the day darkened 
and the cocks and hens went to bed In 
the middle of the day. The phenomena, 
however, was subsequently explained In 
this way, and there Is no doubt it was 
the correct solution: Very extensive 
fires had been raging In tho nolghbor- 
hnad and high winds but no rain, and 
the deposit was the result of the ashes 
being distributed in fine powder through 
the air, the wind pulverizing them, and 
the darkness of the atmosphere, was 
causcd'by the dense smoke. At lust the 
rain chine, "sulphur" showers ceased, 
and confidence was restored; but there 
is no doubt many were more or less 
nervous as to what the result of this 
unusal visitation would be. 

At this time a very amusing Incident 
occurred.. Our ever-respected late Chief 
.Justice. Sir Matthew Bailey Begble, who 
was a highly scientific gentleman, nnd 
who took meteorological observations, 
every summer, when holding the courts 
at Cariboo, bail placed his glass rain 
gauge outside bis cabin, and on getting 
up early one morning to look at it 
through his window, after the first rain 
had fallen, which all were so anxiously 
looking for, he saw that the rnln gauge 
was filled with a whitish colored fluid. 
Ho at once concluded that this would de- 
termine the nature of the deposit that 
had been falling for some days, and he 
awoke his registrar, who was sleeping 
In the same room with him, to come and 
look nt the extraordinary appearance of 
bis rain gauge, and said that now they 
would be able to demonstrate what he 
concluded was it fall of sulphur. They 
both rushed out to examine and collect 
the fluid, when they discovered that the 
milkman, who thought tho instrument 
was placed near the door for his con- 
venience, had put the judge's dally sup- 
ply of milk Into the gauge! It soon be- 
came mooted through the creek that the 
milkman had unite innocently put the 
Judge's milk in tho rain gauge, and tho 
poor vendor had to stand a good deal of 
chaff, and an Intimation that it was a 
most serious offence to play practical 
jokes on a chief justice, especially such 
a stern one as Sir Matthew was known 
to bo. and he was advised to lose no 
time In going up to the court house to 
apologize. Tills bo determined to do, 
and with trembling footsteps started 
from his dairy to Interview tho judge. 
He bad to travel through tho canyon, 
when who should he meet but tho chief 
justice himself, There was nothing for 
it but to face his honor, for there was 
a mountain bluff on one side and n pre- 
cipice on the other. When Hearing each 
other the Judge held up his stick as if 
to strike the unfortunate milkman, nnd 
said: "You aro the man who put the 
milk into my rain gauge!" The man. all 
trembling, said: "yes, your honor, and I 
am on my way to apologize for making 
such a mistake, but I thought what a 
kind old gentleman you were to put out 
a glass for the milk." The only reply 
the judge made was: "I suppose If I 
had put my boot out you would have 
put tho milk Into It," and he walked on.

Sweeny Equals One Mile Rec- 
ord and Other Victorians 
Win Honors in Nana'imo 
Meet 



Nanaimo celebrated Victoria Day by 
holding a track and field carnival at 
the Coal City which proved to be 
one of the best of its kind ever held 
on the Island, ae; there were athletes 
entered in every race on tho 
programme from Victoria, Vancouver, 
Ladysmith, Nanaimo and New West- 
minster, making tho competition bet- 
ter than in any championship held In 
tho provice In years. 

As the meet was held on the newly 
built athletic track at tho Nanaimo 
cricket grounds and as the day was 
an ideal one for athletes, one .British 
Columbia record was lowered and one 
equalled. 

Equals Milo Record. 

The first big surprlso of the day 
camo when John P. Sweeney of tho J. 
B.A.A., Victoria, reeled off four laps 
(one mile) in the fast time of 4.37, 
equalling tho record established at 
Vancouver in 1389. Thero were an ev- 
en dozen starters in tho mile event 
and Sweeney led them all to the tape 
having a fifty yard lead on the near- 
est competitor, John Hoult, the fast 
mileU from Columbia College, Now 
Westminster, while Hamilton of tho 
Vancouver Y.M.C A. finished third. 

Brook Vaio of the Victoria Y.M.C.A. 
took second in tho century and fur- 
long sprints as well as in the run- 
ning broad jump, tho first places in 
these events going to McConnell of 
Vancouver. 

In the quarter mile dash, Sid Wins-, 
by, of the J.B.A.A., upheld his title of 
British Columbia champion by doing 
the lap in 52 4-6 seconds. 

New Fivo Mile Mark. 

Tho Vancouver Y.M.C.A runner, 
Carl Ralne, proved that he has tho 
goods for a five mile jaunt when ho 
mado a runaway race of that event 
which ho did In 20.33. four seconds 
better than the record formerly held 
by Billy Chandler of Vancouver 26.37. 
Sloan as a newcomer to B. C. Athlet- 
ics finished second in the event while 
Deckle of Vancouver was third. 

In tho two mile walk thero was 
quite a bit of comment when Wil- 
liam Stone the well known English 
walker was disqualified after he had 
won by a large margin from Tunstall 
of Nanaimo. The judges claim that 
the local entry did not walk a fair 
heel and too gait and Stone will pro- 
test the awarding of first place. 

Tin: Vancouver Athletic Club won 
the cup for the all around points an- 
nexing 17 points to the Vancouver 
Y.M.C.A. 1G points, while the J.B.A A. 
of Victoria was right behind the main- 
land organization wltn 15.

VANCOUVER, May 25.— One soli- 
tary goal was tho margin of New 
Westminster's victory In tho opening 
match of the league schedule, the 
stake of which is tho Mlnto Cup, 
which was played on Tuesday with 
Vancouver. 

Seldom has such a close, such an 
exciting, and so fine an exhibition of 
tho Canadian National game been 
witnessed In the West. It was nJp- 
and-tuck from the time Referee Ditch- 
burn blew his whistle until tho ces- 
sation of hostilities. In spots it 
was decidedly rough and tho unfortu- 
nate incident of tho match was the 
injury sustained by T. Rennlo, West- 
minster's centre, a hurt that will prob- 
ably put him out of the game for the 
year.

For many years past opportunities 
have been expanding for them, both 
upwards and downwards. Closed pro- 
fessions have been opened — medicine 
law, the higher teaching- and the Civil 
Service; trades and careers formerly 
held Impossible for gentlewomon, such 
as the stage, millinery, and dressmak- 
ing, have been arlstocratizod; now 
careers, such as modern nursing, tele- 
phony, and typewriting, have been de- 
veloped. There are very few things a 
woman may not do now, and few 
walks of life she has not invaded yet 
It Is a melancholy result to find that 



all tho expansion of opportunity leaves 
women worse off for occupation than 
ever. The number of educated women 
employed today is enormously greater 
than it was half a generation back. 
Yet still they come. "What is to become 
of them? Tho ladles who have taken 
up the question beliovo that there are 
openings In the Colonies which might 
well be utilized by better organiza- 
tion. No doubt there are, and particu- 
larly for women with a littlo capital. 
Tho suggestion that women so endow- 
ed, and with a practical knowledge of 
agriculture or gardening, might ilnd 
good chances Is probably sound. Mar- 
ket gardening is a profitable, and as 
yet' littlo developed, art in tho young 
countries where people used to grow 
their own vegetables and have been 



too busy with other things since tho 
towns ffrew up, to pay much atten- 
tion to this. Nursing, teaching and 
clerical work are other openings sug- 
gested. How far the demand for theso 
and other feminine services exceeds 
tho local supply can only be found out 
by inquiry; and that is the useful 
function which the intelligence com- 
mittee proposes to undertake.

mperial Wedding Celebrated 
With Eclat at Toyko— Big Oil 
Strike in North Japan — 
Yunnan Rebellion 



Steamer Inaba Maru, Capt. Kawara 
of the Nippon Ytisen kaisha line, 
reached the outer wharf yesterday, 
after a good run from Yokohama, 
with 183 passengers, 22 In tlio saloon 
including Harry Donkln, of this city, 
who returned from an extended busi- 
ness trip in China, Korea and Japan, 
during which he was close to the re- 
cent outbreak at Changsha, and went 
through Manchuria, travelling over 
the military railroad which connects 
Antung with .Mukden oh his return. 
Other . saloon passengers included A. 
P. Utley, of the United States secret 
service from the Phllllpines, who has 
been engaged in the suppression of 
opium smuggling and gun running 
from North Borneo and Singapore and 
•several other travellers from the 
Phllllpines, school teachers and civil 
servants. There were two Chinese 
saloon passengers, Hln Ping Fung, 
and servant, who debarked here and 
48 Chinese steerage, of whom 46 left 
the steamer here. One was a re- 
porter of a Vancouver Chinese news- 
paper, who had been visiting Canton. 
Three saloon, nine intermediate, and 
75 steerage passengers debarked hero. 
There were thirty Japanese steerage 
for Victoria, and 59 Japanese, 3 Chin- 
ese and 5 Russians for Seattle. The 
coming of so many Chinese indi- 
cates the closing of the long pending 
boycott by Chinese against Japanese 
steamers. 

The Cargo. *t 
The Inaba Maru discharged 5S2 tons 
of cargo here. This included: Rice 
2,813 mats, soy all tubs, miao 180 
tubs, pickles 255 tubs, rattan furni- 
ture 242 cases, sake 60 tubs, beans 
20 bags, matting 35 rolls, merchan- 
dise 521 packages. 

For Seattle there was: Raw silk 
033 bales, silk goods 21 bales, linen 
goods 87 bales, porcelain 771 cases, 
rice 1.151 mats, beans 300 bags, tea 
1,013 cases, straw braid 430 cases, 
straw 152 casesgannier 223 bales, An- 
timony ware 57 cases, soy 670 tubs, 
sake 130 tubs, pickles 268 tubs, miso 
223 tubs, crude camphor 1,176 cases, 
bamboo 300 rolls, canned goods 291 
packages, merchandise 569 pack- 
ages. 

The Aomori Fire. 

Details of the disastrous fire at 
Aomori, North Japan, in which one 
hundred persons were burned to 
death, and 8,000 buildings were razed, 
its loss of $2,000,000 were received by 
the steamer Inaba which arrived to- 
day. The burned area covered one 
and three-seventh miles long, a quar- 
ter mile broad. But 2,000 buildings 
being left. Soldiers searching the 
debris found several scoi'Q of charred 
bodies. Thirty thousand homeless 
were gathered In refugee camps. Great 
suffering followed the lire .and sup-r 
plies of rice brought in were eaten 
raw by ravenous people. A store of 
powder exploded and shook the whole 
area soon after the fire was extin- 
guished. 

The lire originated in a small house 
and a high wind and lack of water 
resulted in a conllagratlon embody- 
ing both sides of the river. Many 
heartrending stories were told. An 
old carpenter was burnt to deatli 
seeking to save a seven-year-bid 
child. One family, seeking to save 
valuables from a godown were lock- 
ed in by police ignorant of their pres- 
ence and all perished. Agonizing 
scenes occurred In the streets where 
crowds seeking to save their furni- 
ture was driven away by llames, and 
many who ferried their goods across 
the river thinking to find safety there 
were driven away and their goods de- 
stroyed. 

A Ghastly Tale. 

The steamer brought a ghastly story 
of a .Iaiiano.se boy of eleven being 
eaten by wild dogs at Tsuruga, Nortli 
Japan. Relatives with a search party 
found three wild doga lighting over 
the corpse. 

Imperial Wedding. 

Are Imperial wedding took place at 
Tokyo May 6th, according to news by 
the* Inaba Maru, Prince Asaka being 
married to Princess Fumi, eighth 
daughter of the Fmperor, in accord- 
ance, with ancient Japanese custom. 
There was great dlnplay and a salute 
of twenty-one guns was llred by the 
Tokyo garrison. 

Struok Oil. 

A sudden ebullition of oil has follow- 
ed the opening of new wells In Bchi- 
go, North Japan, according to news 
by the Inaba Maru, and owing to faci- 
lities not being provided for storing 
the oil outcrop a fleet of eighty boats 
were brought and hurriedly loaded 
The discharge amounted to over 5,000 
barrels a day when the steamer sailed. 
A Living Sacrifice. 

Mail advices from China by the 
steamer Inaba Maru stato that the 
rebellion near Chaotong, In Yunnan, 
is becoming sorious, and many out- 
rages have beon committed by rebels, 
who carry Hags with tho motto: "Fol- 
low the dynasty and destroy tho for- 
eigner." A Chinese missionary, who 
refused to guide the rebels to some 
missions, was killed as a sacrifice to 
the rebel flag.

JAPAN SEEKS 



Tokyo Press Pays Much Atten- 
tion to Need of Naval Incre- 
ment' According to News 
Brought by Str, Inaba Maru 



According to news brought by the 
steamer Inaba Maru, which reached 
port yesterday morning, Japanese 
newspapers continue to devote much 
space for argument for naval Incre- 
ment, and the next session of the Diet 
will see great debates on this ques- 
tion. The Asahl of Tokyo, complet- 
ing a series of articles In which tho 
necessity of renewing many of Japan's 
lighting ships and the disparity at 
Japan's navy compared with other 
powers Is dealt with, quotes a naval 
official as stating that in order to 
equal the western powers, excluding 
Britain, construction of 25 fighting 
units during tho next ten years at an 
outlay of over $200,000,000, Is neces- 
sary, this estimate being based on 
a fleet of battleships and armored 
cruisers, while, if experts decided to 
confine work to Dreadnoughts, 
twelve or thirteen vessels would be 
required at a cost of about $ ICOjooO, - 
000. The Asahl questions the effici- 
ency of Jaahese constructed warships 
In comparison with those of western 
builders. Another Tokyo paper pub- 
lishes a table in which tlio vessels 
rendered Ineffective during tho next 
few years are given, reducing the 
present lighting units from 25 to eight.

The Empress of India, which left Yo- 
kohama on Monday, has among her 
passengers for this port the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, the Maharani and Prin- 
cesses Indlaraja, as well as a large 
suite. The Empress Is duo hero on 
June 4th. The Empress of Japan 
reached Hongkong on Monday. The 
Monteagle left Hongkong the same 
day for this port. The steamer Man- 
uka of the Canadian- Australian line, 
left Honolulu yesterday for this port 
and is due next Wednesday. 

The British steamer River Clyde, 
which is taking the place of the dam- 
aged Suverlc, now In dock at Hong- 
kong undergoing repairs In conse- 
quence of the buffeting received en 
route from hero to Yokohama, sailed 
from Yokohama on Friday for Vic- 
toria, bringing among other cargo, 
5,496 bales of hemp from Manila for 
Puget Sound ports. She also lias 
about 5,200 tons of general cargo for 
this country, Including 750 tons for 
overland points, 1,600 tons for British 
Columbia points, and the balance for 
Puget Sound ports. The cargo In- 
cludes 350 bales of silk, which will be 
forwarded to the East by a special 
train. 



President of Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha Writes That Japan's 
Next Struggle May Be With 
the United States 



T. Nakahashl, formerly a Tokyo of- 
ficial, now president of the Osaka 
Shosen Kaisha, who recently visited 
America as a member of the Commer- 
cial Commission, contributes an ar- 
ticle to the Talyo, a prominent Tokyo 
magazine received by the steamer 
Inaba Maru today, stating "that the 
next war waged by Japan may be 
with America. The Immediate is- 
sues at stake are the immigration' and 
China questions." Mr. Nakahashl af- 
ter dealing with Jnpanese immigra- 
tion in Hawaii and the United States, 
goes on to consider United States 
politics and says "the electoral labor 
tickets cannot be ignored." He says 
"while tlie relations of Japan and 
America have been friendly for forty 
years they may change in character, 
the increase of Japan armament hav- 
ing affected American feeling toward 
Japan, and there was suspicion of 
Japan regarding the Philippines, By 
1914-15 Mr. Nakahashl says tho Man- 
churia, China and Philippine ques- 
tions, and others, will require serious 
study. The article concludes: "Alto- 
gether tho relations between Japan 
and America will become delicate in 
1914-15, when the Panama Canal Is 
completed, and the Japanese must 
constantly endeavor to solve the situ- 
ation beforehand and avert any 
crisis." 

S. Honda, editor of Tokyo Nichl 
Nichi, also writes In the Talyo of fu- 
ture relations between America and 
Japan, stating that the assertion that 
there will be no conflict between Japan 
and America regarding Manchuria is 
not acceptable! to cool-headed men, 
He writes at length of America's in- 
creasing activity in Manchuria, urg- 
ing greater efforts to maintain peace 
despite commercial rivalry.

The 
point Is made that the inquiry underway 
Is in lino with the policy of tho depart- 
ment of Justice to Investigate and pros- 
ecute combinations alleged to be in re- 
straint of trade, that enter into the high 
cost of living, without waiting for tho 
decision of the supremo court in the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
cases. That such would be the attitude 
of the government was announced by 
Attorney General Wickersham just af- 
ter tho request made by the supreme 
court for the re-assignment of these 
cases.

Mr. Harry Donkln, of this city and 
Vancouver, who is engaged in the 
general commission business, return- 
ed by tlie steamer Inaba Maru from 
a business trip to the Orient. He 
left hero some months ago and has 
covered considerable ground In the 
Far Fast, visiting many cities during 
his absence. He was at Hankow In 
mid- April when the refugees were 
com)ng in from Changsha and talked 
with many of them. The outbreak 
started over popular excitement oc- 
casioned by the suicide of a Chinese. 
This man, head of a poor family re- 
turned from a vain effort to find work 
outside the wall to find his .wife dead 
of hunger. He then drowned his two 
children and committed suicide. A 
crowd gathered and the officials were 
berated for not reducing the price of 
rice. During the excitement a .rela- 
tion of the deceased came running to 
the assemblage shouting that the 
prico .of rico had again been raised, 
and the people and police came to 
blows, with the result that relatives 
of the suicide were arrested. The 
police station was stormed that night, 
the prisoners released, and tho Chief 
of Pollco dragged out and hung on a 
tree. 

One of the policemen, seeing this, 
took off his uniform and in his dis- 
guise of a poor countryman went and 
took the Chief of Police down from 
the tree. The unhappy official was 
in a dying condition, having been al- 
most beaten to death. This rescuer 
told the crowd not to be against tlie 
man as he was merely acting under 
orders from the Governor, nnd that 
it would be best to go to the Gover- 
nor's yamen and have the matter set- 
tled. When thero the soldiers in the 
yamen took charge of the Chief of 
Police, and the Governor told tin- 
crowd to go away, and refused to re- 
lease the men who had been arrested. 

The crowd then got excited and 
tried to gain an entrance into the ya- 
men by force, and the yamen soldiers 
shot and killed some, thereby making 
matters much worse, and giving rise 
to a riot involving several thousands. 
By the time evening came on the 
trouble had become very serious. 

The mob, after seeking to have tho 
Governor Issue an order reducing the 
price of rice, broke open kerosene 
shops and fired the yamen, which was 
demolished, the officials escaping in 
the confusion. Then tho mob went 
from place to place, burning and de- 
stroying. A large number of build-, 
logs, missions, etc., were destroyed" 
and many others were looted. The 
former residents escaped to Hankow 
by steamer, and several warships hur- 
ried to the scene. China sent sol- 
diers of the Hupeh army and order 
has been restored. About fifty build- 
ings were destroyed. 

The. Rubber Boom. 

From Hankow -Mr. Donkln went by 
rail northward, He visited Shanghai 
and then turned toward Peking and 
Manchuria, going as far north as Har- 
bin. At Shanghai he found tho citi- 
zens of tile model settlements excit- 
ed over speculation in rubber. In vlu; 
hotels, clubs, everywhere the talk was 
of rubber. An idea of the extent of 
tlie speculation is given when it was 
learned that a Chinese railroad com- 
pany had voted to invest its' capital 
in rubber instead of proceeding, with 
the construction of the railroad it had 
beed formed to build. From all parts 
of China credits were being sent in 
lor Investment in rubber. At Singa- 
pore, tlie chief centre of tlio boom, 
share rights in rubber companies were 
being sold at 250 per cent premium, 
nnd there seemed to be no limit to 
tlie boom. It was explained at Shan- 
ghai that the calculation was put 
forward that 500 \ acres planted In 
rubber at tho ratio of 150 to 200 trees 
per acre, If each tree produced tho 
anticipated crop of half a pound, 
would yield 25,000 pounds of rubber 
on which a mean estimate of profit 
would bo 525,000. Japanese are also 
beginning to enthuse and arrange- 
ments are under way for planting 
rubber in Formosa. 

Spirited Peking. 

At Peking Ma. Donkln arrived when 
the city was in turmoil because of the 
bomb outrages at the Imperial palace, 
infernal machines having boon found 
in the path of the Prince .Regent. 
Several arrest's had been made. After 
some days spent at ' tho Wagon Lits 
hotel, near tho picturesque Hataman 
gate, and side trips to the Temple of 
Heaven, the Bell tower and Lama 
temples, to the Chung Meln to see tho 
tea caravans of camels como in from 
tho deserts, Mr. Donkln wont by tho 
Shanhaikwun railroad around tho Gulf 
of Pechlll to the Junction of the Hsin 4

his way northward and at Mukden 
went to the South Manchurlan rail 
road now in Japanese hands and jour 
neyed on to Harbin. On his re 
turn trip from northern Manchuria 
he took a train over the military line, 
a narrow guago affair now being con- 
verted into a broard guage road by 
thousands of Japanese coolies, and 
journeyed to _ Antung on the Korean 
border. The ' big Taling tunnel, 972 
feet long, tlie heaviest piece of work 
on the Antung-Mukden line, was 
pierced through on May 1st. Of late 
thero have been many collisions be- 
tween Japanese and Chinese polico in 
the railroad area. 

A Strategic Railroad. 

The Antung-Mukden railroad is 
mainly a strategic line, the importance 
of which is evident. The railroad 
situation In the Far cast is a most 
interesting one. When bound north- 
ward over the South Manchurian rail- 
road Mr. Donkin had as a travelling 
companion a Chinese railroad engin- 
eer who talked of the Chinese inten- 
tion of making a new Oriental port 
as an outlet for North China on tho 
Gulf of Pechlli, near Chingwantao, 
and building a railroad from there 
through North China to Aigun on the 
Russian frontier. Such a line would 
tend to divert traffic from the Man- 
churian railroad and Japan and Rus- 
sia are both opposing the construc- 
tion of this line. 

From Antung Mr. Donkin went to 
Seoul and after a short stay in Korea 
continued ills journey to Japan, tak- 
ing passage from Yokohama by tho 
Inaba Maru. He says the situation 
in Manchuria offers great possibili- 
ties for making international trouble. 
It is a rich district and Japan claims 
it as a prize of war, and consequently 
looks askance at efforts of other na- 
tions to oust her traders.

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New University Council Meet- 
ing Proves Harmonious — 
Re-Echo of a Gretna Green 
Marriage 



i By Timothy J. O'Connor) 
DUBLIN, May "!>.— A career of great 
usefulness may lie augured from Hie 
first meeting- of convocation of the Na- 
tional university held this week. Kor 
the transaction of Iho important busl- 
noBs announced in the notice paper, tlie 
attendance of at least forty members 
was essential. Three times that num- 
ber were present, and they disposed of 
i he agenda In prompt 
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neeniH this question ot 
Rtalule of lhe new uni- 
versity enacts that to form n quorum 
forty members of convocation must be 
present. In the opinion of Mr, Sulli- 
van the number was too larRr. In the 
ease of the Royal university the num- 
ber was thirty, and it was complained 
that business was often delayed owlns 
to the difficulty in nssemblins n quor- 
um which was ten shot i of lhe number 
prescribed by the statute of the No 
tionul university. The meeting did not 
hesitate to adopt lhe recommendation 
of Mr. Sullivan that thirty should suf- 
fice. 

The spirit animating Hie members ot 
convocation of the National university 
provides a safeguard that the old 1 loyal 
could not furnish. Besides, as the 
chancellor archbishop pointed out. the 
new university does not continue the 
exclusion of lady graduates, and of their 
interest In the establishment there is 
abundant and Increasing evidence. In 
its small way the removal of tills re- 
striction Is symptomatic.' The bene- 
ficial future predicted for ihe university 
by Mr. Sullivan will be hastened and 
enriched by the progressive policy evi- 
denced by the Invitation to lady gradu- 
ates to Interest themselves In the af 
■fairs of the university and bear a part 
in carrying out the duties of convoca- 
tion. Of their willingness to do so there 
can be as little doubt as there is of 
their capacity, attested by sonic of the 
most striking develoments of the edu- 
cational question during the ast twenty - 
five years. 

Unanimity Prevails 
But the unanimity that characterized 
t]ie proceedings wr\p best shown in the 
election of chairman. Dr. M. F\ Cos 
was unanimously voted to the position. 
A happier choice could not be made. 
Ills interest in the university and In all 
the great questions upon which it bears 
gave him a claim to the office which 
the meeting of convocation at once ac- 
knowledged, and the university and con- 
vocation will profit by Ills sympathy, 
experience and tact. Another import- 
ant step was the reference to a com- 
mittee of the question of making: regu- 
lations for the government of the pro- 
ceedings of convocation. Convocation 
lias powers to discuss and pronounce' an 
opinion on any matters whatever rela- 
tive, to the university, and to make rep- 
resentations to the senate on any mat- 
ter affecting the university. A resolu- 
tion proposed ";>y Mr. Sullivan was 
adopted, providing that In order to 
carry out this power properly, convo- 
cation .should have the right to meet not 
only at the times prescribed by the 
statute, but also at. such times as con- 
vocation shall determine, and on extra- 
ordinary "tensions on the requisition of 
twenty members. 

Local Taxation 

The returns of local taxation in Ire- 
land for the year 1008-1009 have been 
issued in. the iform of a Blue-book, In 
it is stated that, the receipts for the 
year, excluding loans and grants pro- 
elded by statute, and making the neces- 
sary deductions for duplicate entries In

.$22,098,910, an Increase of (172,690, as 
compared with the preceding year.

ns other receipts. The total expendi- 
ture during the year as charged to the 
revenue anil capital accounts of the sev- 
eral administrative bodies amounted to 
$51,446,865, and their total receipts from 
all sources to $51,532,970. of which 
$7,318,250 came from loan.-, of the ex- 
penditure, $5,266,460, or la per cent, rep- 
resenting 11.1' per cent of revenue, ex- 
clusive Of loans, was applied to the dis- 
charge of borrowed moneys nml the 
payment of dividend on account of | 
such moneys. 

The local indebtedness on account of) 
loans and stock at the close of the 
year amounted, the report snys. to $103.- 
907.330. Of this $45,206,725 appertained 
to municipal authorities, briny an in- 
crease of i3K.02O.O13 since 1 87K, lhe year 
in which (he first of the existing code 
of Irish public health statutes was en- 
acted. The municipal indebtedness in- 
cludes $8,396,990 for water supplies. $7 - 
053,045 for purposes of lighting. $5,- 
532, 033 for sewerage, and $3,721,885 In 
respect of schemes for the housing of 
1 lie working classes, while for housing 
schemes in rural districts 'the indebt- 
edness stood at $ 111.3 I 7. 160. 

Question Election

before the court in the nature of a quo 
narranto (the King on the relation of 
rtictfofd Sink) against Thomas Donovan. 
I ho present lord mayor of Cork, Mr. SI. sic 
was -a candidate ai the election, and 
claims that lie was legally chosen by a 
majority of lhe council. 

It appeared that there were three 
candidates — Mr. Donovan, Mr. SIsU. and 
Mr. Henry O'Shee. On the poll iq voted 
Tor Mr. Donovan, I."' for Mr. Stsk, and 
13 for Mr. O'Shee. The candidates did 
not vote. .Mr. O'Shee then censed to tic 
a candidate, and when another poll was 
taken (some members having lefi mean- 
while) 22 volod fOi Mr. Donovan and 
21. for Mr. SlslC out of 4ft present. Mr. 
Donovan, who presided, then declared 
himself elected. The town clerk I hen 
remembered that he had omitted to take 
Mr. O'Sheo's vote, and Mr. Bisk demand- 
ed a frosh poll, but Mr. Donovan declined 
to rc-opr.n the noli. 

Mr. Ofiullivin. for Mr. Donovan, said 
that Mr. O'Shee had been ifi'lven an op- 
portunity of voting-, but did not avail 
himself of ii, and It. was after this that 
Mr. Sink asked for a fresh -poll 



The court declared the election invalid 
and ordered the lord mayor to pay the 
costs. 

Money Bona' rorsrotten 

Before the master of the rolls thin 
wcok counsel applied on behalf of the 
administrator of the estate of Catherine 
Strut ford, deceased, for payment to the 
next-of-kin of certain dorment funds 
In court, amounting to $3,295. 

The money bud been paid into court in 
1S33, and bad apparently been forgot ton 
until recently. The chlor clerk had 
found that the only matter, remaining 
open was us to the rights of a descend- 
ant of John 1'. I.aliy. who had been mar- 
ried to Anno Stratford, a sister of the 
Intestate person. Anne died, and T^ihy 
then married Dorcas Stratford, his de- 
ceased wife's sister. The marriage took 
place at Gretna Green In November, 
1834, before the passing of Lord Lynd- 
hurst'a'Act. If it had takon place after 
the passing of 1 lie act the children of 
the marriage would not have benefited. 

Mr, Cecil Atkinson, on behalf of Mr. 
John Gordon Leahy, who claimed to be 
the legitimate child of tho marriage at 
Gretna Green, produced the original 
Gretna Green certificate, which showed 
that John P. Lahy and Dorcas Stratford 
were married "after the manner of the 
laws of the Church of Rngland, and 
agrenbly to the laws of Scotland." on 
November 1ft. 1834. 

The Master of the Rolls-- "This Is the 
first lime In my exerience that a cer- 
tificate from Gretna Green was pro- 
duced In court.'' 

Mr. Atkinson said his lordship's pre- 
decessor acted upon a Gretna Green 
certificate as a certificate of marriage 
satisfying all the requirements of law. 

Counsel vvunt on to say he hud a manu- 
script document which gave tho whole 
history of tho marriage. The marriage 
party all became seasick crossing the 
Channel. Giving an account of the 
journey from the point of landing, tho 
document staled that Rambling Jack 
i the bridegroom) ran short of money 
und wi-oie to a friend for $100. Tho 
party ultimately reached Gretna Green, 
where after a good deal of bargaining as 
to the fee to be paid to the blacksmith, 
that individual performed the ceremony, 
being paid half his original demand for 
doing so. 

The master of the rolls ordered tho 
money |o be paid to those whom tho 
chief clerk would find wero the next- 
of-kin. lie said that Lord Justice 
Fletcher Moulton had held that such u 
marriage was a lawful one.

Co-Operation in French Agri- 
culture — Romance of an 
Actress — Unexpected Honor 
for M. Rosetanc! 



i By A. W. l'Amoureux) 

PARIS. May 25. — During the last few 
days of the legislature a law was voted 
which, though It attracted little atten- 
tion, is of a very great Importance, mark- 
ing, as it. does ,thp .final stage in the de- 
velopment of French agricultural credit. 

The principle of co-operation has, per- 
haps, been more perfectly understood by 
Kronen agriculturists than by any ottier 
class of society, and from the Middle 
Ages they have realized the importance 
of forming co-operative associations. The 
work, however, of organizing that credit, 
which is particularly important to those 
who live on tho produce, of the soil, ruty 
he said to begin with the law of 1894, re- 
lative to societies of agricultural credit, 
authorizing the formation of such asso- 
ciation witli the purpose "of facilitating 
and guaranteeing the operations connect- 
ed with agricultural production." 

In 18ftft these societies were provided 
with definite resources. On the occa- 
sion of the renewal of I lie privilege of 
the Bank of France II was stipulated 
thai the bank should make to the state 
an advance of $8,000,000 free of interest, 
and that this sum. together witli a yearly 
royalty due to the treasury, should be 
ndvanrcd free of Interest to lhe societies 
of agricultural credit, instituted for that 
purpose These hanks were authorized 
to give short-term loans to individual 
members of agricultural societies, a n d 
several years later to grant, long-term 
loans to ihe agricultural co-operative so- 
cieties for not more titan twenty- five 
years. The present law completes (he 
organization by authorizing long-term 
loans to individuals to facilitate the ac- 
quisition, filling up. and Improvement of 
small agricultural holdings. 

The whole of this legislation must be 
taken In connection, with the serious and 
successful effort to encourage and pro- 
tect small holdings, which is based on 
the laws granting loans on .specially fa- 
vorable conditions to those anxious to 
buy small properties or cheap houses, 
and instituting what Is known as "Jo 
homestead." that is lo say, the right of 
the head of the family to declare a house 
of a value not exceeding .11,600 as a 
"blen ile famllle," which thereby ceasr.s 
to he liable to seizure under any circum- 
stances. 

.M. Lourlies. in his report on the pres- 
ent law. remarks that never has it been 
more necessary to consolidate small 
rural holdings, and thus to check the 
exodus from Ihe country lo the town, 
from which I-'rench agriculture has suf- 
fered so cruelly." Moreover, this ex- 
tension of loan facilities is particularly 
opportune at a moment when so many 
small farmers have suffered very seri- 
ous loss from the disastrous floods. 

t'llder lhe new law the local agricult- 
ural banks may advance loans not ex- 
ceeding $i.ii0ii for various agricultural 
requirements, audi as the reconstruc- 
tion of a farm .building or the pur- 
chase ,,f a held for a. period not ex- 
ceeding fifteen years. The local organi- 
zation has shown Itself j„ the past 
so elastic and so effective that it has 
been considerred uunecesary lo intro- 
duce into the law- very strict regu- 
lations or detailed arrangements, 
which would necessarily ignore vary- 
ing local conditions. Thus, no hard and 
fast rat.> of Interest is laid down, and 
tlie local bunks will be left with a very 
free hand as to the exact extension 
of the provisions of .the la,,-. A. credit 
account will .be opened in the name 
of tiie borrower on the security of a 
mortgage, ami in every case special 
care will lie taken lo advance the 
money in • instalments In proportion to 
Hie requirements of the 'moment as 
the work which the loan is granted 
proceeds. Special precautions are taken 
to ensure that 'g-ood security Is given. 

Some Idea of the Importaivce of this 
organization, which combines co-oper- 
ative effort ami Stait'e aid, may be 
gathered from the following statistics 
given in M. (Dourtles' report. Thero are 
at present 95 district bonks and 3,000 
local banks, -with 140,000 members arid 
a capital of nearly $10,000,000, of which 
$7,000,000 is due to the. advances ot tho 
State. Their I'esenve funds amount, to 
over $o00,000, ami the loans isbueti 



since 1000 amount to over . $00,000,000.

Another step in the arrangement for 
the international yacht regatta, which 
takes place here from tho 4th to the 
Gth of July, has been taken, Commo- 
dore Cuppage having appointed Guy T. 
Temple his fleet captain. This Is an 
important post and the members feel 
confident that, with the years of ex- 
perience Mr. Temple has had, he will 
be able to perform the duties of bis 
new position to the satisfaction of all 
interested. 

A suggestion has been made by Mr. 
Foulser, of Seattle, for a regatta fea- 
ture which it Is thought will be adopt- 
ed. It is that there be a boat race for 
a one design dory class, the cost of tho 
boat to be about $150 complete. This, 
it is pointed out, would allow all the 
young yachtsmen tu own their own 
boat. The ;d<_a has proved popular In 
tho Old Country ar.d in the east and 
in the opinion of Commodore Cuppage, 
as well as of Mr. Foulser, it is calcu- 
lated to engender that rivalry which 
is the backbone of sailing. 

Here is a portion of Mr. Foulser'a 
communication: "I have all the rules 
and restrictions of this class and will 
send you a typewritten copy provided 
the idea interests you at all. The res- 
trictions are sufficiently clear so that 
any builder ought to lie able to pro- 
duce the type of boat desired. If nec- 
essary I think we will be able to send 
you the lines for an absolutely one 
design class.

Vancouver, Seattle, Bellingham and 
Everett would likely send two or throe 
boats each to A'ictorla for the regatta 
if a race Is made for such a class. One 
member of the Victoria club who has 
knowledge of this class of popular rac- 
ing in the Old Country, has already 
signified Ills intention to build provided 
some others will also adopt tho Idea.

LONDON, May 25— The "Parnellism 
and Crime" confession of Sir Robert An- 
derson Is recalling to Irishmen a famous 
hoax played on a lady detective employed 
by Scotland Yard in the eighties. 

Spies were numerous in Ireland In 
1884. T'ley posed as "engineers" on a 
holiday from the mines of Nevada, men 
of wealth and leisure, passing through 
Dublin on their way to the Continent, 
and they were all willing to devote their 
knowledge of explosives and their dol- 
lars to the "good old cause." 

The most picturesque figure In this 
moving picture was a lady detective 
from Scotland Yard. Tho story of the 
hoaxing of madamo was told In tho 
Dublin journal "Sport" of July 12, 1884. 
It was then impossible to give the names 
of the hoaxers, but many of them can 
now be disclosed. 

In May. 1884, Miss G , a promin- 
ent member of the Ladles.' Land League 
and a well known noyelist, was in Lon- 
don on a holiday Among tho places 
she visited was the House of Commons, 
where she met with a Lady In Black, 
who afterwards turned out to bo an 
emissary from Scotland Yard. 

Tho Lady In Black represented herself 
to bo of considerable wealth, and her 
very heart beat in the cause of old Ire- 
land. This chance acquaintanceship led 
to many meetings between the two. The 
Lady in Black occupied a suite of rooms 
In a fashionable London hotel. After 
many confidences she expressed to Miss 

G her willingness to spend n portion 

of her wealth In the purchase of such 
toys as clockwork Infernal machines and 
bags of nltro-glycerine for the purpose 
of freeing Ireland. 

She returned with the fair Nation- 
alist novelist to Dublin, where she was 
Introduced to the late Mr. James O'Con- 
nor. M.P. for East Wicklow (who died a 
few weeks ago). The Lady In Black re- 
ceived Mr. O'Connor among other 
guests In her rooms at a leading hotel. 
Prom her questions and answers, .Mr. 
O'Connor became suspicions, and during 
her momentary absence from the sit- 
ting room, ho picked out every particle 
of a tornup telegram which lay In the 
grate. 

Later piecing It together, lie found 
that the friend of Ireland was no other 
than a government spy. Mr. O'Connor 
resolved to play off upon the Lady in 
Black a series of spoofs. Mysterious 
messages from still more mysterious 
mytble.il Individuals wcro conveyed to 
i he Lady in Black by Mr. O'Connor, and 
the services of a medical student in Lon- 
'l"ii w<-re invoked to show the lady 
"lee" that in England the game was still 
alive, though .securely screened from the 
two Inquisitive gaze of either tho Chief 
of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment or any of tho satellites. 

She was persuaded to see one of the 
■ London Branches" for herself, and pre- 
sented herself at the chambers of the 
medical student. He told her that to 
enable some dynamiter to escape be 
wanted some money; and $75 was paid 
to lil in for this purpose by tho Lady In 
Black. 

Four times tho Scotland Yard lady vis- 
ited the student. After her special re- 
ports of bis treasonable goings-on. ho 
was systematically watched by a plain- 
clothes officer. (This ofricer Incidental- 
ly got a thrashing from the student for 
his Interference. > 

The Lady In Black had meanwhile ex- 
pressed her ambition to become a con- 
fidential carrier of despatches or dyna- 
mite between Dublin nnd Paris, or Dub- 
lin and Now York. Mr. O'Connor Intro- 
(luced her to the late Mr. Fred Galla- 
gher, tho editor of "Sport," who was rep- 
resented to be Mr. O'Neill, of the "bonili 
factory at Calalr." 

The merry conspirators talked gun- 
powder plots by tho hour; their tnble- 
talk was of tho merits and demerits of 
schemes (Imaginary) to blow up Dublin 
Cast.ln, the General Post Office, Iho 
House of Commons, and tho Homo Of- 
fice All the Lady in Black desired to 
discover was who would do these things 
and when they would be done. 

For July 2 It was agreed that tho lady 
spy should 1)0 present at an interview 
with young Itossa. A Dublin doctor 
personated young Bosso, and part of the 
plot was that, the lady should at once 
travel to London nnd attend an Import- 
ant meeting at the homo of the medi- 
cal student. 

There the veil was lifted, to tho de- 
light of everyono except tho lady spy, 
whoso next duty was to report to head- 
quarters that Instead of a nest of dyna- 
miters she had discovered a mare's nest. 



CHICAGO, May 25. — Thero was good 
action In wheat today. It was not all 
In one direction as on previous days. 
Prices closed at fairly goot net gains 
for all months, after having two or 
three sharp dips during tho session. The 
trade was considerably mixed during 
the morning, as active pit traders wore 
buying for a rally and other Interests 
were liquidating long wheat on a largo 
scale on tho hard spots. Tho situation 
on the whole Is bearish, but there are 
a couple of features which will be kept 
in mind while pressing the selling side 
of the market. Thero was a serious fous" centres, 
shortage In iho supply of wheat from 
states which usually furnish Toledo, 
Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas City 
with their stocks. Weather conditions 
over the northwest are fairly good at 
present but there has been too much 
cold weather to give the spring crop 
the progress it should have up to this 
time. 

Corn — There was a good recovery In 
corn prices for all months. Many 
houses in the trade had reports from 
various points in the big corn states 
indicating quite general replanting be- 
cause of poor seed and cold weather. 
A few reports from Illinois and Iowa 
points claim cut worm disappearing 
from fields where corn Is started.

Dust Explosions in Coal Minos 

In a short paper before, the American 
Institute of Alining Engineers, .Mr. 
George S. Rice, who hua been engaged 
in carrying on investigations on coal 
dust and allied subjects lor tho Tech- 
nologic blanch of the United States 
Geological Survey during the past 
year, gives some special report- forms 
which have been used In order to ob- 
tain observations in mining districts 
to which the mining engineers have 
gone. Some preliminary results of 
tests and observations will soon bo 
published in a bulletin of tlie United 
States Geological Survey, under tho 
title, "Coaldust Problem and Proposed 
Remedies," This paper will include a 
.summary of the experiments abroad 
and In the United States, and a dis- 
cussion ui the various methods lor 
rendering coaldust inert, together with 
the result.s of the preliminary tests 
made at the Pittsburg station and of 
observations made In coal mines. Tim 
experiments have shown that moisture 
will render coaldust Inert, but ti 10 
amount of moisture necessary lor this 
effect is considerably In excess of what 
has hitherto been supposed. Mere 
dampness does not suflice. Moreover 
it was found that the presence of air 
saturated with moisture is • not, per 
se, a preventative of coaldust uxplo- 
sions, but the continued saturation of 
a ventilating current does servo to 
moisten the dust, and it carried to a 
sufficient degree will render it inert 
to any ordinary initiating cause, That 
explosions of coaldust occur tar more 
frequently in winter than in summer — 
says Mr. Rico — has been well establish- 
ed. The fact has led to considerable 
misapprehension that the temperature 
Itself is responsible lor explosive con- 
ditions, to overcome which, it has been 
suggested that It would be sufficient 
tu warm the Intake air In winter. The 
important facta arc that the return 
air of a mine of any size is practically 
uniform in temperature, within a low 
degrees, winter and summer, and that 
it is generally in a nearly saturated 
state, the relative humidity rarely fai- 
ling below 90 per cent. Hence It fol- 
lows that where no artificial moisten- 
ing Is done — unless Che air entering 
tlie mine carries the same amount of 
moisture that goes out of the mine in 
the return air, over and above the 
drainage losses, moisture is withdrawn 
to such an extent that the walls of 
the passage ways and the coaldust are 
more or less dried; the latter being 
generally left in an explosive condi- 
tion during the winter period. Tho ob- 
servations and experiments mentioned 
indicate tiiat the influence of baro- 
metric pressure, the temperature and while the substitution of a cheaper 



suspended bottom up about 35 feet 
from the explosion chamber, and 
strings attached to the nearest shelves 
draw the f orks when the shelves are 
moved by an explosion. In this way 
the bottles are emptied of water, sam- 
ples of gas from the explosion taking 
its place, ready lor chemical and other

Smokeless Combustion 

The Cowpor-Coles appliance lias been 
designed with a view of obtaining a 
completely smokeless combustion of 
all the precipitated or amorphous car- 
bons and hydro-carbons contained In 
I he gases evolved from coal In boiler 
furnaces, by maintaining an even tem- 
perature of at least 700 (legs. Cent, 
(or 1,292 dogs. Fahr.) throughout a 
certain length of Hue immediately be- 
hind the tire bridge. At the same time 
In order to obtain the maximum 
practical efficiency of the furnace, the 
gas analysis of the Hue should show 
about 14 per cent. CO. 2 (carbon di- 
oxide). These conditions have been 
satisfactorily demonstrated and very 
gratifying results were obtained on a 
single furnace hand-stoked boiler, in 
which the company had installed their 
"ealorlse" appliance. Provision had 
been made for taking simultaneous 
pyrometer temperatures at critical 
positions, also a continuous analysis 
of the effluent gases, the Instruments 
employed for Ibis purpose being the 
manufactures of two well-known 
firms, the pyrometer being supplied by 
Messrs. The Cambridge Scientific In- 
strument Company, Limited, and a 
"Sarco" C.0.2 recorder by Messrs. 
Snnders, Rehders and Company, Lim- 
ited. The results shown were most 
satisfactory, the furnace being fired 
with three times the usual amount of 
refuse slack coal after which oper- 
ation the amount of black smoke 
emitted at the chimney stack was 
most conspicuous by Its absence. At 
the same time there was as high an 
efficiency as 13 to in per cent, of 
C.O.2. The "Calorlser" consists main- 
ly of a number of quadrant shaped 
tiles formed of a special material 
which tests have shown to possess in 
a very high degree the capability for 
the absorption and transmission of 
heat, and these are arranged to form 
a kind of combustion chamber Im- 
mediately behld the , fire bridge, with 
the result that a mean temperature 
considerably above that required for 
the complete combustion of all smoky 
product Is mainta.inqiJ, even when tho 
furnace has beci) ciTOled down by the, 
addition of fresh fuel. The complete 
combustion thus obtained, combine in 
some cases with an lilgnnlus automatic 
regulation of the air required, forms 
the basis of the economy obtained, 
which varies from S per cent to 12 per 
cent, saving of coal for the same fuel,
